SURGERY FAILS TO EXTRACT CRIMINALITY 


A handsome ex-marine had been involved in so much 
crime while in the Marine Corps and out of the Marine 
Corps, that following his imprisonment for stealing an 
automobile in Miami, Fla., last fall, he confessed to his 
lawyer, “I am a crooked goose. I am wanted in a lot of 
states and am facing years in prison. If an operation can 
be arranged, I am willing to be a guinea pig.” 

The thing that caused the veteran to suggest an opera- 
tion was what he had read in a magazine while in the 
Miami jail about doctors expressing hope that criminals 
could be cured of their criminality by an operation known 
as pre-frontal lobotomy on the brain. His case was pre- 
sented to Dr. Irwin Perlmutter, of Coral Gables, Fla., and 
he was admitted to the Veteran’s Hospital last November. 
All charges against him, of federal and state nature, were 
held in abeyance to see how the operation resulted. 

On April 19, the handsome twenty-year-old guinea pig 
was arrested and jailed in New York, and it was found 
that he was wanted by the officers of the law in four 
states, for, having escaped the Winter General Hospital 
in Topeka, Kans., where doctors hoped he would regain 
normalcy after his operation, he had gone on a spree 
of crime unsurpassed by any that he had been guilty of 
before his operation, proving that no matter how skill- 
ful Dr. Perlmutter had been in performing the pre-frontal 
lobotomy, he had not extracted the criminal tendencies 
from the man’s brain; neither had all the medical atten- 
tion, care, and treatment throughout the months in the 
hospitals cured him of his criminality. Dr. Perlmutter is no 
doubt a great scientist and skilled surgeon and knows 
much about the anatomy of a human body, but it is 
perfectly clear that he did not know the approach that 
would have to be taken to cure this young man of his 
criminal tendencies. God’s great X-ray found the generic 
germ of all crime (sin) to be basically in the heart, instead 
of the head; therefore, God has provided, through His 
Son, Christ Jesus, a way of reclamating a man who is 
bound by criminal motives and tendencies. But God’s 
method is not through a brain operation, simply because 
such a problem does not exist, in the first place, in the 
head, but in the heart. David knew this before Christ 
Jesus came, and he prayed, “Create in me a clean heart, 
O God; and renew a right spirit within me,” because 
he had discovered that he had been “shapen in iniquity, 
and in sin did his mother conceive him.” Jeremiah said 
of the heart, “It is deceitful above all things, and des- 
perately wicked.” The Lord Jesus said, “Out of the heart 
proceed evil thoughts, murders, adulteries, fornications, 
thefts, false witness, blasphemies: and these are the 
things which defile the man.” Paul tells us that this thing 
of sin which produces crime in inherited from Adam by 
every human being born into the world, for he says, 
“Wherefore, as by one man sin entered into the world, 
and death by sin; and so death passed upon all men, for 
that all have sinned.” Isaiah, speaking of the human 
family, said, “All we like sheep have gone astray; we have 
turned every one to his own way; and the Lord hath 
laid on him the iniquity of us all.” So the Lord Jesus 
became the great Heart Surgeon for every human being 
throughout the world, in a twofold nature. 
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As a matter of analogy, notice that the Federal and 
state governments held in abeyance their charges against 
this criminal until the operation had been performed 
and time was given to prove its results. But not so with 
Jesus. He forgives, through His atoning blood, those who 
are guilty of the most notorious sins as the worst crim- 
inals that ever lived, for did He not say, “The Son of 
man is come to seek and to save that which was lost?” 
Paul said, “In whom we have redemption through his 
blood, the forgiveness of sins, according to the riches 
of his grace.” Again in Rom. 5:8, 9, “God commendeth his 
love toward us, in that, while we were yet sinners, Christ 
died for us. Much more then, being now justified by his 
blood, we shall be saved from wrath through him.” 

I am reminded in this connection of a doctor who, 
before his death marked across the accounts of his pa- 
tients who were too poor to pay him for his services 
with a red pencil, “Forgiven. Too poor to pay.” After 
his death his widow decided that he had given away too 
much and that she could collect this money; but when 
it was presented in court, the judge asked, “Who wrote 
those words across these accounts, ‘Forgiven. Too poor to 
pay’?” She said, “My husband did.” He said, “There is 
not a court in the land that will rule against his will; 
they shall remain forgiven.” But you remember that this 
young ex-marine’s charges were only held in abeyance 
until the results of the operation could be determined, 
and now that the operation has proved to be a failure, 
he is in prison and all the charges are being filed against 
him. If all are executed to the limit, the rest of his 
natural life will be spent, no doubt, behind prison bars. 
But what a different attitude Christ Jesus takes toward 
our sins, actual transgressions, when He, through His 
blood, forgives us. He moves them from us as far as the 
east is from the west; He puts them in a bag; He puts 
them behind His back; He buries them in the sea; He 
remembers them against us no more! No wonder John 
said, “If we confess our sins, he is faithful and just to 
forgive us our sins and to cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness.” 

The analogy may be carried further here in that as the 
operation failed to remove the criminal tendencies from 
this man, so also does God’s Word set forth the fact that 
obtaining forgiveness of our actual transgressions 
not the spiritual surgery that does away with the sin 
principles or tendencies toward sin as inherited from 
Adam. God does not forgive us for that, because, in the 
first place, we are not responsible for having it, but we 
are responsible to get rid of it. Certainly, every Christian 
who expects to follow the Lord wholeheartedly, with 
joy and gladness, will not only be desirous that God 
remove the “sin principle,” that is, the “body of sin,” 
which causes sins to be committed, but they will never 
stop until it is removed. Therefore, Paul said, “They that 
are Christ’s (that is, those who belong to Him) have 
crucified the flesh with the affections and lusts.” He 
also said, “Knowing this, that our old man is crucified 
with him, that the body of sin might be destroyed, that 
henceforth we should not serve sin.” It was to this end 
that the Lord Jesus prayed, in the 17th chapter of St. 
John, “Sanctify them through thy truth, thy word is 
truth,” for He had just said, “I pray not that thou should- 
est take them out of the world, but that thou shouldest 
keep them from the evil.” Then He complimented them

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Are (We Recognizing 


or Organiz ing C

What is this World Pentecostal Fel- 
lowship? This question has been fre- 
quently asked since the first World 
Conference, 1947, in Zurich, Switz- 
erland. Many different definitions 
have been given to it since the sec- 
ond World Conference, 1949, in Paris, 
France. This article is an attempt to 
give a positive and clear statement to 
enlighten all honest enquirers. 


We use the term “world” because 
there are very few countries, if any, 
where some of the nationals have 
not experienced the glorious baptism 
of the Holy Spirit. e mighty Bap- 
tizer is the Lord Jesus Christ, and so 
the honor for the unprecedented 
spread of this Christian revival to all 
countries of the world cannot be 
claimed by any man or movement. 
The spiritual power continues to come 
from heaven, where the Head of the 
Church is seated at the right hand of 
God. Therefore, the word “world” de- 
fines only the extent of the revival. 
Jesus prayed: “Now I am no more in 
the world, but these are in the world, 
and I come to thee. Holy Father, keep 
through thine own name those whom 
thou hast given me, THAT THEY 
af BE ONE, AS WE ARE,” John 

Then we use the term “Pentecostal” 
because it was on the DAY OF PEN- 
TECOST that the Holy Spirit first 
descended upon the waiting believers 
with the evidence of speaking in 
other tongues, and it has become cus- 
tomary in the whole world to call 
everyone who has had a similar ex- 

erience as on the day of Pentecost, 
n Acts 2:4, “a Pentecostal believer.” 
It is well known that during the last 
fifty years almost all denominational 
churches have excluded from their 
fellowship all those who have received 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost “with 
the evidence of speaking in tongues.” 
The consequence has been the forma- 


tion of “groups,” “assemblies,” 
“churches,” and even large move- 
ments, of Christian believers of 


like precious faith. There was no 
desire to organize another “de- 
nomination,” and the whole glo- 
rious revival spread everywhere as 
a mighty movement of the Holy Spirit. 
It is the work of God. The peculiarities 
have been the same in every country 
and among every nation. Its very 
foundation is based upon the Word 
of God. Since the distinctive character 
of this world-wide movement is a 
spiritual experience, and not a pecu- 
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liar doctrine, our fellowship must of 
necessity be spiritual. 

Finally, we have used the word 
“fellowship” (which means “an as- 
sociation of persons with common in- 
terests”), in preference to many other 
terms, because we find this word so 
frequently used in the English trans- 
lation of the Bible. It is a Biblical 
term with a spiritual emphasis. “For 
by ONE SPIRIT we are ALL baptized 
into ONE BODY, whether we be Jews 
or Gentiles, whether we be BOND or 
FREE, and have ALL been made to 
drink of ONE SPIRIT,” 1 Cor. 12:13. 
“So we being many are ONE BODY 
IN CHRIST, and EVERY ONE mem- 
bers of one another,” Rom. 12:5. St. 
John endeavors to give the church 
the true principles of fellowship. He 
writes: “That which we have seen 
and heard declare we unto you, that 
ye also may have fellowship with us; 
and truly our fellowship is with the 
Father and with His Son Jesus Christ. 
If we say that we have fellowship 
with Him and walk in darkness, we 
lie, and do not the truth: but if we 
walk in the light as HE is in the light, 
we have fellowship one with another, 
and the blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin,” 1 John 
1:3, 6, 7. 

Two things become very clear from 
the foregoing. In the first place, we 
realize that this “spiritual fellowship” 
is the creation of God through the 
Holy Spirit and not the work of man. 
Secondly, this “spiritual fellowship” 
is far above creed, race, sex, or social 
status. “For ye are ALL the children 
of God by faith in Christ Jesus; there 
is neither JEW nor GREEK (race), 
BOND nor FREE (personal status) ; 
there is neither MALE nor FEMALE 
(sex), for ye are ALL ONE IN CHRIST 
JESUS,” Gal. 3:26, 28. 

Now, let us look more closely into the 
matter of this “fellowship” as the cre- 
ation of God. Paul writes: “God is 
faithful by whom YE WERE CALLED 
unto the FELLOWSHIP of His Son 
Jesus Christ our Lord,” 1 Cor. 1:9. “I 
therefore ... beseech you that ye walk 
worthy of the vocation wherewith ye 
are called with all lowliness and 
meekness, with longsuffering, for- 
bearing one another in love; endeav- 
oring to keep the UNITY OF THE 
SPIRIT in the bond of peace. There 
is ONE BODY and ONE SPIRIT even 
as ye were called in one hope of your 
calling,” Eph. 4:1-4. This fellowship 
is from God and it centers around the 





Lord Jesus Christ, the Baptizer with 
the Holy Ghost. Everyone who is bap- 
— with the Spirit is in this fellow- 
ship. 

Since the “fellowship” is an accom- 
plished fact to the child of God, it is 
impossible for man to “organize” it. 
All that remains for every believer 
to do is to “recognize” it. How 
do we do this? Let us turn to 
the Word. “For, brethren, ye have 
been called unto liberty, only use not 
the liberty for an occasion to the flesh, 
but BY LOVE SERVE ONE ANOTHER. 
For all the law is fulfilled in one word 
even this: Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself. BUT if ye bite and 
devour one another, take heed that 
ye be not consumed one of another. 
This I say then; WALK IN THE SPIR- 
IT and ye shall not fulfill the lust 
of the flesh,” Gal. 5:13-16. Recognition 
comes when we “SERVE ONE AN- 
OTHER,” and this is only possibl 
when we “WALK IN THE SPIRIT.” 

“Serve one another,” “walk in the 
Spirit.” This speaks of action. This 
“spiritual fellowship” then calls for 
action. Only in action can we prove 
our recognition of this “divine bless- 
ing.” What shall we do? Just what 
we are doing now. Families come to- 
gether in fellowship in the local 
church to “serve” one another. Then 
the “churches” desire to serve one 
another, and so they come together 
in “district” conferences. Then we dis- 
cover there are “members of the 
body” across the seas, and they have 
similar “conferences” to serve one 
another. Praise God! Let us have “in- 
ternational conferences.” But the 
blessing of the Lord has reached all 
countries of the world. There remains 
only one more thing to do. Let us 
have “world conferences” to serve 
one another in the body of saints 
throughout the world. 

Please take careful note. We do not 
need “meetings,” “services,” “conven 
tions,” “councils,” or “conferences” 
create FELLOWSHIPS or a “world 
fellowship.” No, a thousand times NO. 
The “spiritual fellowship” IS there 
because God has created it. We are 
so very active in doing so many things 
because we want to RECOGNIZE what 
God has done, and we want to do it 
by effectively serving one another, 
locally, nationally, and internation- 
ally. We are not organizing the fel- 
lowship but we are organizing along 
Scriptural lines “services” for the fel- 
lowship in order to prove to the world 
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that we truly recognize the great work 
that God has done in this age. 

Let us turn to the second point. 
This “spiritual fellowship” is far above 
social status, sex, race, or creed. Fre- 
quently, we hear that there are bar- 
riers that make “world fellowship” 
impossible. We also hear that the 
diversities of system of church gov- 
ernment is making spiritual unity im- 
possible. If we truly “walk in the 
Spirit,” there will be no barriers. We 
have never abolished the social laws 
to have to prove that in Christ there 
is “neither male nor female,” and yet 
we enjoy perfect fellowship in the 
Spirit. Is it necessary to have to 
change natural things in order to 
maintain the “spiritual fellowship”? 
No! We need only to “put off the old 
man with his deeds; and put on the 
new man, which is renewed in knowl- 
edge, after the image of him that 
created him: where there is neither 
Greek nor Jew (race), circumcision 
nor uncircumcision (creed), barbari- 
an, Scythian (colour), bond nor free 
(social status), BUT CHRIST IS ALL 
and in all. (The very center of this 
fellowship is Christ). Put on there- 
fore as the elect of God, holy and be- 
loved, bowels of mercies, kindness, 
humbleness, meekness, longsuffering, 
forbearing one another...and above 
all these things put on charity (love) 
which is the bond of perfectness; and 
let the peace of God rule in your 
hearts, to the which also ye are called 
in ONE BODY, and be ye thankful,” 
Col. 3:9-13. 

There is one more hindrance that 
we often hear about in seeking spir- 
itual fellowship. Certain “leaders” 
are opposed to fellowship with their 
brethren who differ from them, some- 
times in very insignificant details. 
Such brethren seek to hold their fol- 
lowers from enjoying fellowship with 
others. The same trouble existed in 
the church at Corinth, and so Paul 
writes, “And I, brethren, could not 
speak unto you as unto SPIRITUAL 
BUT AS UNTO CARNAL (natural), 
even as unto babes in Christ. For 
while one saith, I am of Paul, and an- 
other, I am of Apollos, are ye not 
carnal?” 1 Cor. 3:14. We may be at- 
tached to our “spiritual fathers” in 
the Lord, and we do praise God for 
great leaders that He has raised up 
among us; but this fellowship is much 
more sacred than our personal rela- 
tionships to one another. “Therefore 
let NO MAN GLORY IN MAN, for all 
things are yours and YE ARE 
CHRIST’S AND CHRIST IS GOD’S,” 
1 Cor. 3:21, 23. 

Are there any dangers in seeking 
to recognize this spiritual fellowship? 
Yes, the danger of becoming too 
broadminded and then willing to 
compromise on very vital issues, and 
the danger of being too narrowminded 
and judging brethren in nonessentials. 
The apostle warns, “Be ye not un- 
equally yoked together with unbeliev- 
ers...for ye are the temple of the liv- 
ing God; as God hath said, I will dwell 
in them ...and I will be their God, 
and they shall be my people. Where- 
fore, come out from among them, and 
be ye separate, saith the Lord, and 
touch not the unclean thing; and I 
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will receive you,” 2 Cor. 6:14-17. Some 


‘brethren have quoted the last verse 


against those with whom they differ, 
and have advised believers to forsake 
the fellowship of those through whom 
they found the Lord. Such action is 
to be deplored, and we can only pray 
that the Lord will move by His Spirit 
until we all come to the unity of the 
faith where we shall not judge but 
rather love one another. “For the 
kingdom of God is not in meat and 
drink, but righteousness and peace 
and joy in the Holy Ghost. For he that 
in these things serveth Christ is ac- 
ceptable to God and approved of men. 
Let us therefore follow after these 
things which make for peace, and 
things wherewith one may edify an- 
other,” Rom. 14:17-19. 

_ “Finally, be ye all of one mind, hav- 
ing compassion of one another, love 
as brethren, be pitiful, be courteous, 
not rendering evil for evil; but con- 
trariwise blessing; knowing that ye 
are thereunto called, that ye should 
inherit a blessing, 1 Peter 3:8, 9. 

Some of our readers might not 
know the basis upon which it was 
decided to invite the wholehearted 
cooperation of all Pentecostals in the 
world. We give hereunder the Declara- 
tion and Manifesto of the second 
World Pentecostal Conference, held 
in Paris, France, in May 1949. Upon 
this basis you are now invited to come 
to the Third Pentecostal World Con- 
ference which will be held in London, 
England, D. V., towards the end of 
June or early in July, 1952. 

There were 156 delegates and 320 
observers from thirty countries pres- 
ent in the Paris Conference. These 
delegates in turn represented, not 
only their own countries and move- 
ments, but, also their mission work 
in sixty more countries of the world. 

The resolution of the Conference 
reads as follows: 

“In view of the gravity of the hour and in 
acknowledgement of the activity of the Spir- 
it of God in drawing together His people in 
a closer bond of fellowship and spiritual 
unity, this Conference resolves: 

Se That there shall be issued a manifesto 
embodying a call to prayer and to a fresh 
dedication and the re-affirmation of: 
(a) Our wholehearted loyalty to Jesus 
Christ, our Lord and Saviour. 

(b) Our full acceptance of the Scriptures 
as our sole and final authority on all 
matters of faith and practice. 

(c) Our obedience to the great commission 
given to us to preach the Gospel to 
nt creature. 


(a) Our spiritual fellowship be main- 
tained and deepened by World Pente- 
costal Conferences. 

(b) At each conference a presidium be 

selected by and for the conference. 

3. That a secretary be selected by each 
conference to serve the interest of the 
fellowship during and between such con- 
ferences.

(a) A Committee of five representative 
brethren be selected by each conference 
to advise and assist the secretary, until the 
next conference. 

Any vacancy in this committee or 
in the office of the secretary be filled by 
the committee. 

5. That this World Pentecostal Conference 
re-affirm its recognition of the inherent 
principles of spiritual unity and fellow- 
ship of Pentecostal believers, leaving invio- 
late the varied forms of church govern- 
ment, and recognizing that every freedom 
and privilege enjoyed by any church or 
group of churches, shall remain their 
undisturbed posceaee. 

6. That in keeping with this declaration, the 

Conference adopts as its common pur- 


pose and objective, the following: 

(a) To encourage fellowship and facilitate 
coordination of effort among Pentecostal 
believers throughout the world. 

(b) To demonstrate to the world the es- 
sential unity of Spirit-baptized believers, 
fulfilling the prayer of the Lord Jesus 
fran) ‘that they all may be one’ (John 
17: 


(c) To cooperate in an endeavor to re- 
spond to the unchanging commission of 
the Lord Jesus, to carry His message to 
all men of all nations. 

(ad) To promote courtesy and mutual 
understanding, ‘endeavoring to keep the 
unity of the Spirit in the nd of peace,’ 
‘until we all come in the unity of the 
faith’. (Eph. 4:3, 13) 

(e) To afford prayerful and practical as- 
sistance to any Pentecostal body in need 
of such. 

(f) To promote and maintain the scrip- 
tural purity of the fellowship by Bible 
study and prayer. 

(g) To uphold and maintain those Pente- 
costal truths ‘most surely believed among 
us’ (Luke 1:1). 

7. That the secretary, together with the Ad- 
visory Committee, make the necessary ar- 
rangements for conferences to be held 

P =" THREE YEARS, if the Lord will. 

> at: 

(a) The basis upon which each conference 
shall be called shall be this manifesto 
and declaration. 

(b) Participation in discussions shall be 
confined to official representatives who 
subscribe to this manifesto and declara- 


tion. 
(c) Voting, where necessary, shall be on 
a proportional basis of one representative 
for every fifty churches, or part thereof. 

9. That the expenses of this fellowship and 
its conferences shall be covered by volun- 
tary contributions. 

10. That the ublication of the pa 
“PENTECOST” be continued and at 
the editor be selected by each conference. 
This Declaration and Manifesto 

was finally agreed to without a single 
contrary vote. All agreed that it was 
wide enough for all of our Pentecostal 
brethren in the world to find it pos- 
sible to participate in the recognition 
of this glorious fellowship. 

There are still many movements 
and churches that have shown no in- 
terest in this move to encourage fel- 
lowship nationally and international- 
ly. If this article should fall into the 
hands of anyone who is definitely in- 
terested, then please consider this as 
an invitation to s- to make enquiry 
right now.

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Writing on the second chapter of 
Acts, Doctor Day says: “Let the Scrip- 
tures raise the question. Don’t reach 
out beyond a text to introduce argu- 
ment, as if seeking trouble. Neither 
soft pedal or evade if the text pre- 
sents it, as if afraid. But when the 
Bible speaks, speak along with it. 

“Very well, here’s the subject of 
tongues, upon which thousands of 
Christians have brought confusion to 
the Church and to themselves. An ir- 
responsible group has sowed down the 
error that ‘the first physical proof 
of the baptism of the Holy Spirit is 
the gift of tongues.’ And a host of 
misled believers have flagellated their 
souls and their minds seeking some- 
thing for which the Word gives no 
sanction. 

“Look at the case in Acts 2. The 
tongues which the Spirit conferred 
upon the disciples were intelligible 
languages, understandable by peoples 
present, not an ecstatic set of sounds 
innocent of syntax, grammar, and 
common sense. The strategy of Pente- 
cost demanded ‘utterance,’ a clear 
presentation of gospel truth to every 
man of the thousands present, what- 
ever his language. So, the Holy Spir- 
it provided that every man should 
‘hear in his own tongue wherein he 
was born. 

“‘Utterance,’ clear presentation of 
the Word, is the key term in the gift 
of tongues. And the Holy Spirit is 
ready to do that for us today in our 
good old English language. And when 
He does it, He does it in the Word of 
God, not in ‘Bla Bla’s’ that smell of 
Babylonian fire. Let us pray that 
the Spirit will put the Word on our 
lips and fire in our hearts, in the gift 
of the English tongue!”

Attacks Pentecost 


By E. C. CLARK

The books have had a rather broad 
circulation among us who have ac- 
cepted the Pentecostal viewpoint as 
expressed in Acts 2:4 and kindred 
scriptures. You will see what Doctor 
Day thinks of us. You will also be 
able to compare what he says with 
the Scriptures, and to decide for your- 
self whether you like his distorted 
views or whether you prefer the truth 
of God’s Word as presented by those 
who have brought blessing and spir- 
itual endowment to you. After this 
you will probably be able to decide 
whether you want to read or continue 
to purchase books from such an ir- 
responsible author. Doctor Day dis- 
agrees with the Bible and the follow- 
ing noted commentators. 

ACTS 2:4 

Relative to Acts 2:4, Matthew Henry, 
in his commentary, attests the genu- 
ineness of its scriptural setting, as 
follows: 

“They began to speak with other 
tongues, besides their native language, 
though they had never learned any 
other. They spoke not matters of com- 
mon conversation, but the word of 
God, and the praises of His name, as 
the Spirit gave them utterance, or 
gave them to speak (Gr., “apophtheg- 
gesthai’”’) substantial and weighty 
sayings, worthy to be had in remem- 
brance. It is probable that it was not 
only one that was enabled to speak 
one language, and another another 
(as it was with the several families 
that were dispersed from Babel), but 
that every one was enabled to speak 
divers languages, as he should have 
occasion to use them. And we may 
suppose that they understood not only 
themselves but one another too, which 
the builders of Babel did not, Gen. 
11:7. They did not speak here and 
there a word of another tongue, or 
stammer out some broken sentences, 
but spoke it as readily, properly, and 
elegantly as if it had been their 


mother tongue; for whatever was 
produced by miracle was the best o 
the kind. They spoke not from any 
previous thought or meditation, but 
as the Spirit gave them utterance; 
he furnished them with the matter 
as well as the language. Now this was 
(1) a very great miracle; it was a 
miracle upon the mind (and so had 
most of the nature of a gospel mira- 
cle), for in the mind words are 
framed. They had not only never 
learned these languages, but had nev- 
er learned any foreign tongue, which 
might have facilitated these; nay, 
for aught that appears, they had nev- 
er so much as heard these languages 
spoken, nor had any idea of them. 
They were neither scholars nor trav- 
ellers, nor had had any opportunity 
of learning languages, either by books 
or conversation. Peter, indeed, was 
forward to speak in his own tongue 
but the rest of them were no spokes 
men, nor were they quick of appre- 
hension; yet now not only the heart of 
the rash understands knowledge, but 
the tongue of the stammerer is ready 
to speak eloquently, Isa. 32:4.” 
Alexander McClaren comments on 
the Pentecostal viewpoint as follows: 
“The essential fact of Pentecost is 
neither the sound and fire, nor the 
speaking with other tongues, but the 
communication of the Holy Spirit. 
The sign and result of that was the 
gift of utterance in various languages, 
not their own, nor learned by ordinary 
ways. There was no twisting of the 
narrative to weaken the plain mean- 
ing of it, that these unlearned Gali- 
leans spake in tongues which their 
users recognized to be their own.”

Adam Clarke comments on of 
7 


follows: 

“To speak with other tongues: At 
the building of Babel the language 
of the people was confounded; and, in 
consequence of this, they became scat- 
tered over the face of the earth: at 
this foundation of the Christian 
Church, the gift of various languages 
was given to the apostles, that the 
scattered nations might be gathered 
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and united under one shepherd and 
superintendent (Gr., “episkopos”) of 
all souls. 

“As the Spirit gave them utterance. 
The word (Gr., “apophtheggesthai”) 
seems to imply such utterance as pro- 
ceeded from immediate inspiration, 
and included oracular communica- 
tions... 

“Every man heard them speak in 
his own language. We may naturally 
suppose that, as soon as any person 
presented himself to one of these 
disciples, he, the disciple, was im- 
mediately enabled to address him in 
his own language, however varied this 
had been from the Jewish or Galilean 
dialects. If a Roman presented him- 
self, the disciple was immediately en- 
abled to address him in Latin; if a 
Grecian, in Greek; an Arab, in Arabic; 
and so of the rest. 

“Are not all these ...Galileans? 
Persons who know no other dialect 
save that of their own country? per- 
sons wholly uneducated, and, conse- 


quently, naturally ignorant of these | 


languages which they now speak so 
fluently? 

“How hear we every man in our 
own tongue? Some have supposed 
from this that the miracle was not 
so much wrought on the disciples as 
on their hearers; imagining that, al- 
though the disciples spoke their own 
tongue, yet every man so understood 
what was spoken as if it had been 
spoken in the language in which he 
was born. Though this is by no means 
so likely as the opinion which states 
that the disciples themselves spoke 
all these different languages, yet the 
miracle is the same, howsoever it be 
taken, for it must require as much of 
the miraculous power of God to enable 
a Galilean to speak Arabic. But that 
the gift of tongues was actually given 
to the apostles, we have the fullest 
proof; as we find particular ordinan- 
ces laid down by those very apostles 
for the regulation of the exercise of 
this gift; see 1 Cor. 14:1, etc.” 

Pulpit Commentary has furnished 
the following valuable exposition on 
Acts 2:4: . 

“Other tongues (1 Cor. 14:21; Isa. 
28:11); the same as the ‘new tongues’ 
of Mark 16:17. St. Paul speaks of them 
as ‘the tongues of men and of angels’ 
(1 Cor. 13:1), and as ‘kinds of tongues’ 
(1 Cor. 12:10). His habitual phrase 
is ‘speaking in (or with) a tongue (or 
tongues)’ (1 Cor. 14:2, 4-6, etc.), and 
the verb is always speaking (Gr. 
“Lalein”), as here. What these tongues 
were on this occasion we are explicit- 
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ly informed in verses 6, 8, and 11. 
They were the tongues of the various 
nationalities present at the feast— 
Parthians, Medes, Elamites, Mesopo- 
tamians, Egyptians, Phrygians, Ara- 
bians, etc. This is so clearly and so 
distinctly stated that it is astonishing 
that any one should deny it who ac- 
cepts St. Luke’s account as historical. 
The only room for doubt is whether 
the speakers spoke in these divers 
languages, or the hearers heard them 
though the speakers spoke in only one 
tongue. But not to mention that this 
is far more difficult to imagine, and 
transfers the miracle from those who 
had the Holy Spirit to those who had 
it not, it is against the plain language 
of the text, which tells us that ‘they 
began to speak with other tongues,’ 
and that ‘every man heard them 
speaking in his own language.’ ‘Speak- 
ing,’ said they, ‘in our own tongues 
the mighty works of God.’” 

Matthew Henry, writing on Acts 
10:44, states that: 

“While Peter was yet speaking these 
words, and perhaps designed to say 
more, he was happily superseded by 
visible indications that the Holy 
Ghost, even in his miraculous gifts 
and powers, fell on all those who 
heard the word, even as he did on 
the apostles at first; so Peter saith, 
ch. 11:15. Therefore some think it 
was with a rushing mighty wind, and 
in cloven tongues, as that was. Ob- 
serve:1. When the Holy Ghost fell 
upon them—while Peter was preach- 
ing. Thus God bore witness to what 
he said, and accompanied it with a 
divine power. Thus were the signs of 
an apostle wrought among them, 2 
Cor. 12:12. Though Peter could not 
give the Holy Ghost, yet the Holy 
Ghost being given, along with the 
word of Peter, by this it appeared he 
was sent of God. The Holy Ghost fell 
upon others after they were baptized, 
for their confirmation; but upon these 
Gentiles before they were baptized: 
as Abraham was justified by faith, 
being yet in uncircumcision, to show 
that God is not tied to a method, nor 
confines Himself to external signs. 
The Holy Ghost fell upon those that 
were neither circumcised nor bap- 
tized; for it is the Spirit that quicken- 
eth, the flesh profiteth nothing. 2. How 
it appeared that the Holy Ghost had 
fallen upon them (v. 46): They spoke 
with tongues which they never 
learned, perhaps the Hebrew, the holy 
tongue; as the preachers were en- 
abled to speak the vulgar tongues, 
that they might communicate the 


doctrine of Christ to the hearers, so, 
probably, the hearers were immedi- 
ately taught the sacred tongue, that 
they might examine the proofs which 
the preachers produced out of the 
Old Testament in the original. Or 
their being enabled to speak with 
tongues intimated that they were all 
designed for ministers, and by this 
first descent of the Spirit upon them 
were qualified to preach the gospel 
to others, which they did but now 
receive themselves. But, observe, when 
they spoke with tongues, they magni- 
fied God; they spoke of Christ and 
the -benefits of redemption, which 
Peter had been preaching to the glory 
of God.” 


ACTS 10:44 


Adam Clarke, in his treatise on 
Acts 10:44, gives the following valu- 
able comment: 

“While Peter yet spake. It is not very 
likely that the works recorded by St. 
Luke are all that the apostle spoke 
on this occasion; but, while he con- 
tinued to discourse with them on this 
subject, the Holy Ghost fell on all 
them that heard the word; and his 
descent was known by their being en- 
abled to speak with different kinds of 
tongues. In what manner this gift 
was bestowed we cannot tell; probably 
it was in the same way in which it 
had been given on the day of Pente- 
cost; for as they spake with tongues, 
which was the effect of the descent 
of the Spirit as flaming tongues on 
the heads of the disciples on the day 
of Pentecost, it is very likely that 
the same appearance now took 
place.” 


ACTS 19:6 


Matthew Henry says 
Acts 19:6: 

“Paul solemnly prayed to God to 
give them those gifts, signified by 
his laying his hands on them, which 
was a gesture used in blessing by the 
patriarchs, especially in conveying the 
great trust of the promise, as Gen. 
48:14. The Spirit being the great 
promise of the New Testament, the 
apostles conveyed it by the imposi- 
tion of hands: “The Lord bless thee 
with that blessing, that blessing of 
blessings,’ Isa. 44:3. 2. God granted 
the thing he prayed for: The Holy 
Ghost came upon them in a surprising 
overpowering manner, and they spoke 
with tongues and prophesied, as the 
apostles did and the first Gentile con- 
verts, ch. 10:44.”

Liquor in Washington 

Washington, D. C., is soaking up three times 
as much liquor as the national per capita 
average. It is reflected in ever-swelling arrests, 
alcoholism, crime, and death—a social prob- 
lem taxing government and private agencies. 
District arrests for drunkenness have risen 
from 13,942 in 1930, when the population was 
under 500,000, to 37,463 last year. The present 
population is about 870,000. Seventy per cent 
of all jail cases and 77%, of the District’s 
criminal court cases are on drunkenness 
charges. 


America Faces Crisis 

Ten years ago Rome said, “We will take 
America.” 

There is little question but that the Roman 
Catholic Church has become the wealthiest 
body in the land. 

Already the influence of her vast property 
is felt in city and nation. It dictates the 
policies of parties and names the candidates 
for public office. It knows that property rules 
the nation, and its whole aim is to increase 
its property. By exempting its immense hold- 
ings from taxation, the nation is feeding the 
beast that is waiting to strike it. The property 
of the Roman Catholic Church as a corpora- 
tion is the most serious menace that threat- 
ens the existence of our nation. 

Rome’s doctrine brings in millions of dollars 
per year. Her wafer god is more valuable than 
a gold mine. More than thirty million a year 
is paid for masses in America, She sells pass- 
ports to heaven.

BERLIN — The Evangelical (Protestant) 
Church charged that teachers in Russian- 
occupied eastern Germany are trying to per- 
suade their pupils that “there is no God and 
that Christ never lived at all.” 


Musician Slayer Freed by Jury 
DETROIT—Musician Eugene Braunsdorf, ac- 
quitted of murdering his paralyzed daughter, 
said today he was “‘convinced that I was spared 


to help other spastics.” 

A Recorder's Court jury of nine women and 
three men ruled after two hours’ deliberation 
last night that the former Detroit Symphony 
orchestra bass violist was insane when he 
shot his 29-year-old daughter, Virginia. 

Judge Gerald W. Groat immediately com- 
mitted the balding defendant to the Ionia, 
Mich., hospital for the insane. However, a san- 
ity board ruled last fall that Braunsdorf was 
sane, and Defense Attorney Edward N. Barnard 
petitioned for Braunsdorf’s release today on a 
writ of habeas corpus, “just as a matter of 
form.” 

Braunsdorf admitted that he shot his hope- 
lessly crippled daughter five times May 21, 
1949, after taking her from a sanitarium and 
driving to an isolated country road. He then 
pumped four bullets into his own body in a 
suicide attempt. 

Braunsdorf said he killed his daughter “be- 
cause I was afraid I would die before she did, 
and she wouldn’t have anyone to take care of 
her.”

by saying, “They are not of the world, even as I am not 
of the world.” 

It is easy, therefore, to see that one of the main pur- 
poses of sanctification, which was provided in this con- 
nection, through the blood of Christ Jesus, was to keep 
these disciples from evil. Another, of course, was to make 
them one, and it was not for them only, but for “them 
also which shall believe on me through their word.” This 
prayer is sufficient support, however far from being the 
only support, of the teaching so long cherished and fer- 
vently held by the Church of God, that sanctification is 
an experience subsequent to the new birth. It is to be kept 
in mind that forgiveness of sins and sanctification, the 
experience of heart purging from inbred sin tendencies, 
are both by the blood of Jesus. Christ, stated in our 
Declaration of Faith, sets forth the fact that “sanctifica- 


tion is subsequent to the new birth, through faith in 
the blood of Christ; through the Word, and by the Holy 
Ghost.” And since we also hold that holiness is God’s 
standard of living for His people, we feel that no one 
should stop short of this experience in its full and 
glorious unlimited relation. 

In conclusion may I ask, is all hope gone for the young 
ex-marine since the prefrontal lobotomy operation failed?

on Acts 19:6, states the following: 

“For they heard them, etc. This was 
the incontrovertible evidence of their 
reception of the Holy Ghost (see 
chapter 11:15-18 and 2:4, 11, and note 
on verse 4).” 

The coverage of these important 
subjects by these noted commenta- 
tors should help you to know how to 
appraise such writers as Doctor Day, 
who has counted us, at the best, “ir- 
responsible,” misled, flagellated,” etc. 
God did not only provide for “man 
to hear in his own tongue wherein he 
was born,” but He provided also that 
these same men might speak “as the 
Spirit gave utterance” (1) unto God 
in tongues 1.
